The French in Mexico.

Eventa are quietly bul gradually and surely
ndlcating thet the reported inteption of Louis
Napoleon respecting the withdrawal of French
troops from Mexico, will be carried oul In good
fnith. An unofficial snnouncement appeired
the other day that seveniy-five per cent. ol the
Fronch soldiers now in Mexico are to be forth-
with collected, In proportion, at the cities of
Mexloo, Puebla, and Orizaba, with a view to
their departure in November, and that tbe re-
ma'ning fourth will follow next spring.

A letter which we believe proceeds from a
souree entitled to credence, repeats the stute-

ment, and mentions other e reumstances which,
in conjonction with the withdrawsl of troops
lenve no room to doubt the earnestness of
the French Government, The writer ioth
mates that for all practical purposes the inter-
vention 18 now virlually ended; for though
the embarkation will not commence until
November, there s, in the meantime, to
be no further movement sgainst the Libersls, who
muy thus measuie strength with Maximiliau as
effectually as though the last French soldler had
already leit, the soll, Besides consigning his
forces to tnpetivity during the remainder of their
stay, Napoleon is represented as haviog closed
his imperial purse against all demands on ac-
count of Mexico.
